HINTS OX CLEANING. 


The question is often asked what to 
c^o with soiled ivory, and many elabo- 
rate directions have been put in print 
from time to time, but a woman who 
dared has discovered recently that ono 
of the scrubbing sand soaps may be 
used with impunity. 
It docs not yel* 
low the ivory, nor does it scratch it. 
It should bo rubbed on a fine nail- 
brush and the ivory scrubbed as if it 
were china. 
Brass, copper and their 
ulloys should bo clcansed with polish- 
ing i^asto in preference to silver pow- 
fler. 
Oxidized ornaments need only 
washing and hard rubbing with flannel 
or chamois. 
White metal is most use- 
ful, in that it requires little or no 
care. 
Silver powder is, of course, the 
best possible cleanser 
for 
silver. 
Venetian ironwork should be oiled to 
keep it from rusting. 
Kerosene may 
be used 
with 
safety. —Homo and 
Farm, 


UEaiOVING GREASE STAINS FROM BOARDS. 


Take equal parts of fuller's earth 
and pearlash, a quarter of a pound of 
each, and boil in a quart of soft water, 
and, while hob, lay on the greased 
parts, allowing it to remain on them 
for ten or twelve hours, after which it 
may be scoured off with sand and 
water. 
A floor much spotted with 
grease should be completely washed 
over with this mixture the day before 
It is scoured. 
Fuller's earth and ox 
gall, boiled together, form a very 
powerful cleansing mixture for floors 
and carpets, 
Spirit of turpentine, 
rubbed for a short time forcibly on 
greased spots, dissolves the grease in 
the floor, and makes it readily unite 
with pearlash or soap, with either of 
which the parts should afterward be 
washed. 
Drops of tallow may bo 
scraped off. Stains of ink, dried in on 
floois, 
are diflicult 
to 
eradicate; 
strong vinegar or salts of lemon will 
remove them, 
Ked wine stains on the 
floor may be readilyjremoved by lay- 
ing on them a strong solution of soda. 
If this be not suilioient, the chloride 
of lime or bleaching liquid, sold by 
druggists in half pint bottles, will re- 
move them.—New York Dispatch. 


EGGS IN NEW SHAPES. 


Egg Soup—Peel, 
wash 
and sHco 
very thin two new earrots, one small 
turnip, an onion and three stalks of 
celery; fry iu a tablespoonful of but- 
ter or dripping until of a yellow color ; 
put in a saucepan with three pints of 
water and a seasoning of salt, pepper 
and one Small lump of sugar; cook 
slowly for two hours and press through 
a sieve. 
Return to the fire while you 
thicken it with a tablespoonful of flour 
wet with cold water and poach in a 
pint of boiling milk an egg for each 
person; lay these in the tureen, add 
the milk to the soup and ijour all 
over the eggs. 


'*Eggs a la tripe" is the fanciful 
name given to a breakfswt dish made 
irom two or three hard-boiled eggs. 
It does not, 
however, contain any 
tripe. 
For every three eggs melt 
two ounces of butter in a stewpan and 
add a tablespoonful of 
flour;-when 
this is smooth, add a gill of cream or 
milk 
and two boiled 
and minced 
onions; season with salt and pepper 
and simmer for five minutes, when lay 
in the sliced eggs and shake until hot, 


A delicious breakfast with a slice of 
pink, broiled ham is eggs with gravy. 
Pour a gill of any kind u£ good gravy 
into a baking dish and break into it 
SIX eggs; seiaon with salt and i^epper 
and place in the oven until the yolks 
are set; slip each egg onto a square 
of hot buttered toast and pour over 
them a gravy made by adding a gill 
of hot cream to the gravy iu the basin. 


Poached in Milk—The insipid char- 
acter of the ordinary poached egg is 
entirely changed by serving them with 
a cream sauce after poaching in milk, 
or with a brown sauce after poaching 
in gravy. 


Eggs in Marinade—Put two table- 
spoonfuls of water, four of good gravy 
and a teaspoonful of vinegar over the 
fire, and when it boils ;?tir iu the well- 
beaten yolks of two eggs; when tho 
sauce thickens pour it around half a 
dozen poached eggs garnished with 
sippets of toast. 


Shirred Eggs—Butter a baking dish 
and lay in as many eggs as you can 
witliout crowding; season with salt 
and pepper and dot each egg with a 
bit of butter, 
As soon as tho whites 
are set remove from the oven and 
place on a dish containing a few spoon- 
fuls of minced cooked ham heated in 
gravy or cream, and double the quan* 
tity of hot canned peas. 


Steamed eggs will suit the most del- 
icate palates. 
Break any number of 
eggs into a flat, well-buttered dioh, 
season and dot with butter and set 
over a vessel of boiling water until 
cooked to taste, 


With Sauce Robert—Fry two small 
minced onions in butter, add half a 
gill of vinegar and simmer for five 
minutes; thicken with a tablespoonful 
of flour wet with half a pint of broth, 
season with salt and pepper and sim- 
mer for ten minutes and stir in a table- 
spoonful of made French mustard and 
a teaspoonful each of mushroom cat> 
sup and anchovy sauce. 
Add half a 
dozen sliced, hard-boiled 
eggs and 
serve when hot. 
This, with cold 
sliced meat of any kind makes an aj)- 
petifting dinner.—American Agricul- 
turibt.

six months of one hundred selected 
volumes from the duplicate collection 
of 
the 
university, or from 
books 
esxDecially bought or given for the 
purpose. 
Vp to January 1, 125 oJ 
these 
libraries had been sent 
out 
from 
Albany, 
aggregating 
11,000 
volumes, of which 7500 had been re- 
turned without loss or injury, ditOO 
were still 
out 
and only a single 
volume was missing, for which, with 
exemplary probity, the sum of seventy 
cents had been recovered into the uni- 
versity treasury. 
The system is a 
useful one, providing reading matter 
for many communities otherwise un- 
able to obtain it, and it seems capable 
of wide extension. 
Such circulating 
collections inspire the foundation of 
permanent ones, and the 
traveling 
library becomes the parent, and re- 
mains tho aid of the local and abiding 
ono. 
The Eegents of the university 
have employed the 
power the law 
gives them in this direction wisely and 
to good purpose. 
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Eastern cajDitalists are to build at 
Chicago the largest tow barge in the 
world, the measurement of which will 
be: Keel 352 feet and 365 feet over 
all, beam 
feet, and depth of hold 
26 feet. 
On the present draft of 14.4 
feet of water in the locks at Sault Ste, 
Maiietho new boat will carry 4500 
tons. 
On the eighteen feet of water, 
when tho twenty-foot channel between 
the great lakes shall have been comple- 
ted, it will carry easily 6000 tons.

construction on the Calumet at the 
present time is about 24,000 
tons. 
"The remarkable increase in the size 
of lake vessels this winter has been 
viewed," says a local paper, *'with 
undisguised alarm by the owners oi 
boats which have formerly done the 
bulk of lake carrying. 
They hav€ 
viewed with considerable misgivingi 
the coming of steamers and schoonen 
which could take on board 6000 tons 
in a single cargo with no correspond- 
ing increase in cost of operation.

CUBA'S METROrOLIS. 


IMPRKSSTOXS OF AN AMKUICAN 
VISITOR IN HAVANA. 


Cliarm of tho Soft Atmosplioro—Pic- 
turesque Kcaturps of tlio Out- 
of-Door Tjlfe—Cuban Morso 
—A Dairy on LiCgs. 


DELIGHTFUL winter cli- 
mate, a brilliant verdure, 
tropical scenery, picturesque 
cities and jDcople, all com- 
bine to give a rare charm to Cuba, 
says a letter from Havana to tho Wash- 
ington Star. 
Here tho ocean seems 
bluer, the sky fairer and the fields 
greener than elsewhere; for all is 
seen through the medium of a marvel- 
ously clear atmosphere. 
An artist 
fairly revels in the -wonderful color 
effects. 
Havana -would be ono of the 
dingiest cities in the world in any 
other light than that of Cuba, but 
here the fading paint of a dilapidated 
house front, the -weatherworn stones 
and crumbling plaster seem to take on 
new and brilliant tints. 
Even tho 
narrow, dirty streets seem to get some 
glory from the light. 
When to this 
are added the pleasing, 
picturesque 
effects produced by the old castle-like 
forts that crown eminences about tho 
city, the water of the gulf, the many 
colors used in painting houses, the 
gray old churches, the i^eculiar archi- 
tecture and the tops of palm trees 
showing themselves here and there 
above the roofs, ono Avould have to be 
devoid altogether of sentiment not to 
find pleasure in Havana and Cuba. 
The city of Havana is quite as strange 
to an American's eyes as any city of 
the old world. 
This is true also of 


tile. 
They are thick and studded with 
bolts. 
In these doors another of com- 
mon size is cut. 
This is for ordinary 
use. 
There are no door bells, but

each door has a brass knocker. 
Be- 
side tho door is a wide window, reach- 
ing also from the ground nearly to the 
roof. 
There is no glass in the win- 
dow— in fact, window glass is a thing 
almost unknowninthedwellinghouses 
of Havana. 
Tho window looks like a 
cage. 
Strong iron bars extend from 
top to bottom and from side to side. 
Inside are wooden shutters, which can 
be closed when either tho sun or the 
rain make it desirable. 
The front 
room is the parlor, and, of course, in 
the small houses—the homes of tho 
poor—the general living room. "Where 
it is the parlor there will be curtains 
for the wiudow, and inside one can 
see a stiff-looking row of chairs ar-

the other cities of the island, but none 
of them IS so interesting as Havana. 
The houses are foreign to an Ameri- 
can ; the streets, the customs of the 
people, are all strange. 
The streets 
are narrow, many of them mere alleys, 
and the sidewalks in most of them not 
more than a foot or eighteen inches in 
width. Along these streets is a strange 
jumble of dwellings, shops, stores and 
cafes. 
Usually the buildings ore not 
more than one or two stories in height. 
The walls are made thick, as a protec- 
tion against cyclones and earthquakes, 
and the roofs are flat. Many of the 
roofs are made into gardens, and all 
of them aro used for laundry purposes

and for family gatherings on warm 
evenings. 
The waJIs »ire carried up 
so as to form a coping around the 
roof, making it a safe playground for 
children. 
There are no back yards in 
Havana. The houses have inner courts 
and the roofs for airing places. From 
the roof the little boy flies his kite, 
and there in the twilight the father 
of the family will promenade while he 
smokes his cigar. 


There aro three or four wide avenues 
in tho newer part of the city. 
The 
Prado, a boulevard as wide as Penns;yl- 
vania avenue, extends about a mile 
from a square known as the Campo 
del Marte to the shores of the gulf 
near the entrance to the harbor. 
On 
this are located the principal theatres 
and hotels, and many residences of tho 
better class. 
On it, or near it, also, 
are found the large and fine establish- 
ments of the clubs, of which Havana 
has many, as one result of its lack of 
domestic life. 
Another wide avenue 
extending in another direction to the 
outskirts of the city is the 
avenue 
Tacon, which is boulevarded, and on 
which are located many fine houses, 
including the Captain General's sum- 
mer palace. 
The great business streets 
of the city are narrow alleys, so nar- 
row that during the middle of the day 
awnings aro stretched across the street 
Jrom store to store. 


The exterior of tho houses is cov- 
ered with smooth plaster, and painted 
drab, blue, green, or any colur that 
may please the owner. 
The ordinary 
one-story dwelling has a doorway that 
•xtends from the ground nearly to the 
top. 
This ib fitted with wooden doors 
that look as though made for the bas- 


eome districts where tho roads are 
very rough. 
In its place in Havana 
has come a little victoria, 
drawn 
usually by a very sorry looking speci- 
men of a Cuban horse. 
There are 
throe or four thousand such vehicles 
moving rpstlessly up and down tho 
streets. 
Tho established fare to any 
point within tho city is ono peseta or 
twenty cents. 
Compared with priccs 
of other things in Havana this is ridic- 
ulously cheap. 
Every one rides in 
them, from the bootblack to tho mill- 
ionaire. 


You will see washwomen carrying 
their week's wash to or from home in 
a victoria. 
Tho horse cars, which are 
very shabby, aro drawn by three 
horses, ono of them being hitched in 
front as a lead horse. 
Another odd 
sight frequently seen in the streets is 
a train of from ten to twenty horses, 
the halter of tho second being tied to 
the tail of the first, and so on. 
At a 
point on the water side of tho city 
horses aro taken for a bath in the sea. 
When the sea is running high this is 
an interesting sight. 
Tho man in 
charge of tho horses' strips down to 
ono garment, and orders the lead horse 
into the water; tho others, tied nose 
and tail, meekly follow. 
When they 
get into the breakers the line of horses 
will rise and fall with the wave, and 
the horses will plunge about in a lively 
fashion. 
There are always scores of 
horses being bathed in this way in tho 
rocky inlets near tho Hospital of 5St. 
Lazara. 


Tho great numbers of soldiers every- 
where 
seems queer to Americans. 
Many of those that appear at first sight 
to be soldiers aro policemen or mem- 
bers of tho civil guard. 
Their uni- 
form is much the same as that of tho 
soldier. 
Tho soldier wears a blue 
linen suit and either a soldier cap or a 
straw hat with a rosetted 
cockade. 
Their regiments and tlio branch of tho 
service to wliic'h they belong is indi- 
cated by ilw 
1 .r ui' t,he collars and 
cuffs. 
Somo nr.* rod, some green, 
some black, and some blue. 
The col- 
lar and cuffs are detachable, and can 
be removed when tho coat is sent to 
the laundry. 
At night in the neigh- 
borhood of tho opera houses one will 
see cavalrymen on guard in tho street. 
The people and the authorities make 
much of the oj^era, and no vehicles are 
allowed to pass near enough the opera 
house to iDossibly interfere with tho 
full enjoyment of the music. 
In the 
harbor are hundredii of little boats, 
jDropelled by sails and oars, that carry 
passengers to and from vessels or on 
expeditions around the bay. 
They 
have a shelter over the stern, an awn- 
ing supported by bamboo rods bent 
over, bowshape, from thwart. No ves- 
sels except Spanish vessels land at the 
docks, so these boatmen do much busi- 
ness taking travelers to and from tho 
boat landings.

Tho better houses will have 
two, and even three, of the immense 
cage-like windows. 
The door will 
open upon a wide airy hallway, which 
will lead into the ¡^atio. 
Tho patio is 
a court or yard in the center of the 
house. 
The apartments are arranged 
around it. 
Sometimes there is a foun- 
tain or pretty garden in this court, 
and often a tree which lifts its head 
above the roof. 
Sometimes a house 
arranged on this plan is a sort of tene- 
ment house, and the patio is a place 
for slops, rubbish of all kinds, and the 
gathering of scolding women and dirty 
children.

rPJNG tho last years of tho 
eighteenth 
century a man 
named Krauss lived" in one of 
tho quaint villages which dot 
the upper Franconiau Mountains in 
Bavaria.

After a timo the fprmers began to buy 
his baskets, and then, one day, he 
ventured to take some of them to the 
fair in Lichtenfels, and almost as soon 
as he exhibited them they were all 
purchased and people began to ask 
where they could get more. 


Then Krauss went back to his home 
and hired somo of the farmers whose 
barren pieces of land on the mountain 
side earned them but a scanty living. 
Inside of a year the demand for the 
goods Avas so great that half the people 
of tho village were busily weaving 
baskets under tho instruction of the 
once lazy Krauss. 
To-day more than 
16,000 men. Avomen and children of 
that region are kept at work iDlaiting 
willow twigs, straw, palm leaves and 
Lichtenfels is the greatest basket mar- 
ket of tho world, its product being 
sent to the ends of the earth. 


Homo families make certain kinds of 
baskets; others confine themselves to 
baby carriages, 
weaving 'the same 
things day in and dny out from gen- 
eration to generation. 
The willow 
comes in ''splits" or ''skeins," from 
which the bark has all been taken. If 
smaller splits are needed the worker 
cuts up the i^ieces by means of a sharp 
Itnifo called a "cleaver." 
The articles 
are variously woven, and tho skill 
and artistic tasto of the villagers are 
really something marvelous. The only 
tools used aro short knives, which are 
kept very sharp; awls for punching 
holes, lead weights to keep the basket 
in shape while tho weaving is being 
doneanda "beater"or hammer-like in- 
strument for bending the willow rods- 
Many of the families make baskets in 
winter and farm a small, barren ineco 
of ground in the summer. 


At a stated time, generally on Sat- 
urday or Monday, the head of the 
household takes the product of his in- 
dustry to tho "head man." as he is 
called, who lives in Lichtenfels. 
For 
tho articles manufactured the pay 
seems ridiculously small. 
For in- 
stance, for making a complete and 
beautifully woven baby-carriage the 
pay is only fifty-eight cents. 
Few 
basket-weavers, even though they bo 
experts at the business, can make 
a 
week. 
Many whole families, includ- 
ing the father, the mother and half a 
dozen children, do not make more 
than $5 a week, even for such difficult , 
and high priced 
work as 
flower- 
stands, sewing-baskets and walhpoc- 
kets. 
This exceedingly low price for 
labor 
is 
due, 
probably, 
to 
the 
fact 
that 
most 
of 
the 
people 
make more or less from the sale oi 
tho products of their farms. 
Yet the 
Government, in its desire to foster the 
industry, has established schools of 
design, at which the boys and girls of 
fifteen years and under may learn to 
plait and weave in new and more beau- 
tiful designs. 
A year's attendance at 
the school is enough in most cases, 
for the reason that the child has bas- 
ket-weaving born in him, and it takes 
very littlo training to make him ex- 
locrt. 


This wonderful industry has grown 
and thrived on the mountain sides of 
upper Franconia, in sj^ite of the fact 
that all the materials used in manu- 
facturing the products have to be 
brought from foreign lands. 
The 
best willows in the world grow in the 
United ötatos, but excex)t for a few 
rather unsuccessful factories Ameri- 
cans have never been able to compete 
with tho followers of the Bavarian 
Krauss,—Chicago Kecord.

Creeping ol Iran Rails. 


It is a well-understood fact that 
railroad rails, under certain condi- 
tions, will move lengthwise for a con- 
siderable distance. 
This is due partly 
to gravitation and partly to tho jar 
and 
push of the wheels of passing: 
trains. 
Where the travel is all in one 
direction, the rails may move back- 
ward, unless there are frequent stops, 
when the great strain on the wheels 
from the brakes counteracts the back- 
ward tendency. 
On roads whore there, 
are 
many up 
and down grades, the 
wheels may pull so strongly upon the 
rails as to cause them to creei^ up- 
ward ; and when tho toiJ of tho grade 
is reached, p^nd the descent begins, 
the tremendous grip of the heavy lo- 
comotive is able to throw the rails be- 
hind it, as it were, thus making them 
creep upward from both sides of tho 
grade. 
It has been said that one rail 
creeps faster than the other, and that 
there are magnetic or other sientiiio 
reasons for the fact. 
Unquestionably, 
one rail does sometimes creep ahead, 
but this is owing entirely to the fash- 
ion of handling. 
The line-raiJ, as it is 
called, receives the most attention and 
is, as a rule, much more securely fas- 
tened than tho gauge-rail, consequent- 
ly the latter is more likely to get out 
of bonds.—New York Ledger. 


Edaealiou ol Military Dogs.

course of training, having for its ob- 
ject to teach him prompt obedience to 
command and signals; then he

taught to run errands \rith certainty, 
BO that he may go from the advance 
patrols back to the rear divisions and 
return at tho word of command, and 
that ho may keep up communication 
between stationary divisions and posts, 
finally ho is taught to be vigilant and 
make known the approach of an.7 
stranger to tho post. 
Training to fii 
them for search after the missiiig ii 
not usually required. 
It would have 
a result only in rare cases—except ir 
the use of dogs by sanitary corps, di- 
visions of volunteer nurses, etc., tc 
whom in case of war specially trainee 
doge wiii vbe 
assigned—but 
woulo 
rather lead the dogs to expose them- 
selves uselessly to danger and get lost.

i 
/ 
inclined to scorn tho sheep- 
V j ^ 
herders as being too tame a 
race of beings for association 
with themselves; "punching sheep," 
as they term tho herders' trade, being 
an undignified occupation. 
They are 
not anxious to live close to a largo 
flock either, asserting that tho ground 
constantly grazed over by the sheop 
is not tit for cattle or anything else to 
gain a living on. 
The lifo of the cow- 
boy is certainly much the less monot- 
onous and more venturesome. 
They 
are a happy, rollicking set, always 
traveling in company, and traversing 
miles and miles of country every day 
of their lives. 
As they ride along 
with their eyes evor ou tho lookout 
for a new calf to brand or a diseased 
animal to doctor, they are always on 
the alert to manipulate the long rope 
which hangs from their saddle-bow. 
In a flash the particular beast they 
desire to examine at close range has 
the lasso dexterously 
flung 
around 
its horns, and then begins a tussle be- 
tween tho plucky little cow pony on 
which the cowboy is mounted and tho 
wild, untamed cow. 
Their strength 
seems unequally matched but for the 
Agility of the cowboy. 
There is a 
good deal of circling round anil about, 
hither and thither, twisting and jerk- 
ing, but in most cases tho pony comes 
off victorious, and the frightened, en- 
raged brute is pulled down ou its side 
and lies on the ground. 
The cowboy 
then dismounts and examines his find 
at leisure. 
Owing to the heat of the 
long Texas summers any bruise or cut 
which cattle have sustained is likely 
to fester. 
A particular kind of oint- 
ment rubbed on these bad places will 
usually save the creature's life. 


The saddle of the cowboys would be 
considered entirely too heavy for the 
use of Eastern riders. 
Strings, flaps, 
bags and coücealed pockets they con- 
tain almost without number, but every 
one of these ''dependencies" is found 
of immediate use by men to whom 
iheir saddle is their most precioas 
possession. 
Many of the saddles used 
cost twice as much as the horse on 
which the men are mounted. 
Baddies 
and spurs, boots, fine gauntlets and 
"sombreros" are dear to the heart of 
the cowboy. • 
No matter how shabby 
his dress may be, how seamed and 
shiny his leather overalls, how jaded, 
even torn, tho rest of his apparel by 
the sharp mesquite thorns, fine boots 
with tiny, sharp-pointed heels and 
glittering spurs are a necessity to his 
existence. 


In the spring and fall, when the 
beeves are looking their best, fat, with 
their coats shining velvety soft iu the 
bright sunshine, the dealers come out 
from the market towns and buy them 
up. 
Cattle increase rapidly. 
The 
price '*on the range" is good, without 
incurring the trouble of getting them 
to market, and most impartial judges 
are of the opinion that they are a bet- 
ter, safer 
investment 
than 
sheep. 
They seem less likely to contract dis- 
eases which in sheep seem so con- 
tagious, and they need scarcely any 
attention until the herd has grown to 
be a large one. 
The cattlemen all 
band 
together, 
and 
go on 
their 
*'roundups" with an outfit of wagons, 
cooking utensils, provisions, blankets, 
etc. 
And when, by arduous riding 
into 
all the 
out-of-the-way nooks 
and seeking after any stray "bunches" 
of cattlo they hear of as they ride 
through tho countr}»-, they havo got a 
vast host together, held iu check by 
cowboys distributed at various j^oints 
as if on a doer hunt, they get an idea 
of the increase of each man's herd 
since the last count; discover any new 
brands that may have appeared on the 
range; brand any new-born calves, or 
those that, being overlooked, 
have 
grown to maturity, 
Tiiesi* are called 
"mavericks" if grown hu large that 
they cannot be identified with any 
herd, and if there are 'mauy of these 
"mavericks" they are adjiibted by lot. 
Hogs, sheep, cattle, horses found un- 
branded are the acknowledged prop- 
erty of the finders. 


The cowboys' provisions consist only 
of flour, meal, bacon, beans, dried 
fruit (apples or peaches), coffee and 
the game they kill, but iu Southwest 
Texas deer and wild turkey abound in 
incredible quantities, the country be- 
ing so new and uasettle:!. 
When ar- 
tesian wells are dug there and the 
scarcity of water is obviated so that 
fruits and vegetables will grow, it will 
be a magnificent section of country; 
while the breezes which blow from 
those high tableland« give it a climate 
the most healthy in the world. 
By 
some strange freak of nature, though 
the face of tho steep, rooky banks of 
the rivers are corrugated as from tor- 
rents of water which once 
i^oured 
into the bed of the stream, for many 
miles tho river-beds now are 
dry, 
parched and barren, or contain water 
only for short distances, these water 
holes dry up at the first suggestion of 
drouth. 
Why the grass and foliage 
keep such a vivid, beautiful green the 
year round under these circumfetances 
is an unsolved riddle; but they do so, 
and ali'ord plentiful sustenance for 
hordes of cattlo aud vast numbers of

The Cocoa Bean. 


The cocoa bean, from which choco- 
late and cocoa are made, is the seed 
of a mushy pod, something liko a 
melon, which is the fruit of the cocoa 
tree. 
The pod is not edible. 
Tho 
cocoa tree is found in all tropical 
countries, and over a score of varieties 
are known to tho commercial world. 
Central America, Mexico, 
Northern 
South America, tho West and Eist 
Indies and Brazil sr^nl the cncoa beans 
to Europe and America. 
The best of 
all is the high-gradu Caracas cocoa, 
but this grade does not come to 
America, for the American peoplo are 
not yet educated up to cocoa at iJl a 
pound. 


The cocoa bean is about the size of 
a pecan nut and reddish chocolate iu 
color. 
The shell is thin and brittle 
and easily breaks when pinched lightly. 
The kernel of the bean it called the 
nib, and it is from the nibs that 
chocolate and cocoa are made. 
The 
beans are brought to the Chicago 
works in the bags in which they were 
shipped, and are carried to the top 
floor and roasted. 
The roasting is 
done in a cylindrical machine which 
turns slowly around over a coal fire. 
The bean is roosted for the purpose 
of making the shells so brittle that 
they will come off easily. 
As soon as 
the beans are i^laced in tho roaster 
the skill and care of the workmen 
come into play, for the cocoa boan 
must have its heat and cold just so or 
something will go wrong. 
The heat 
in the roaster must be just right, and 
when the roasted beans are taken out 
and placed in large boxes they must 
be cooled jjroperly or the cocoa will 
suffer.—Chicago Record.
